District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Twentieth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District,  together  with  the 
efforts  made  by  yonr  Officials  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infections 
Disease  and  the  removal  of  insanitary  conditions  found  to  exist 
during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1906. 

The  condition  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  have  also 
received  our  attention,  and  appended  is  a  report  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Home  Office. 

The  following  seven  tables  dealing  with  the  vital  statistics  ai'e 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Home  Office,  and 
the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Table  1  deals  with  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  whole  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1908  and  pi'evious  years.

— The  deaths  included  in  column  7  of  this  table  are  the 
whole  of  those  registered  during  the  year  as  having  actually 
occurred  within  the  district  or  division.  The  deaths  ta  be 
included  in  column  12  are  the  number  in  column  7  corrected 
by  the  subtraction  of  the  number  in  column  10  and  the 
addition  of  the  number  in  column  11. 

By  the  term  “  Non-residents”  is  meant  persons  brought 
into  the  district  oii  acc('>unt  of  infirmity,  or  sickness  and 
dying  in  public  institutions  thei*e  ;  and  by  the  term 
‘  Residents”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of 
‘the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  havedied 
in  public  instutions  elsewhere. 

The  “  Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the 
pui'pose  of  these  tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are 
habitually  received  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such 
as  hospitals,  workhouses,  and  lunatic  asylums.  A  list  of  the 
institutions  in  respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections 
have  been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  table.

DEATHS  REGISTERED  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Table  1  gives  the  Vital  Statistics  of  your  Distrijt  for  the  year 
1906. 


Column  7  shows  that  405  deaths  have  occurred  within  the 

District  dui-ing  the  past  year,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of 

10.1,  as  stated  in  column  8.  This  is  the  lowest  death-rate  on 
record. 

Included  in  the  above  are  the  deaths  of  14  persons  belonging  to 
other  districts,  viz.  :  Manchester,  6  ;  Salford,  5 ;  Liverpool,  1  ; 
Dublin,  1  ;  and  StockpcnT,  1.  These  deaths  were  due  to  the 
following  causes  :  Accidents,  5  ;  Drowning,  6  ;  found  dead,  1  ; 
Suicide,  1  ;  Heart  Disease,  1 . 

If  these  deaths  were  excluded  the  death-rate  would  equal  9.7. 

NETT  DEATHS. 

To  the  405  deaths  registered  within  the  District  are  to  be  added 

62  deaths  (vide  Column  11)  of  persons  belonging  to  your  District 

and  which  have  taken  place  in  public  institutions  without  the 

District,  which  makes  the  total  deaths  as  shown  by  Column  12  to 
be  467,  and  as  will  be  seen  by  Column  18  the  nett  death-rate  is 
11.6.

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BIRTH-RATE. 

Column  3,  Table  1,  shows  that  787  births  have  been  registered 
during  the  year  under  consideration.  This  is  equal  to  19.6  (vide 

Column  4),  This  is  the  lowest  birth-rate  recorded  since  before 
1868. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  year  1905  was  20. 1,  and  the  average  for 
the  ten  years,  1896  to  1905,  is  21.6. 

INFANTILE  DEATH-RATE. 

The  year  1906  shows  that  96  deaths  are  recorded  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age.  This  is  equal  to  an  infantile  death-rate  of 
nearly  122  per  1,000  births  registered  ;  the  average  rate  for  the 
last  10  years  being  135  (vide  Columns  5  and  6,  Table  1).

POPULATION. 

I  estimated  the  population  of  your  District  for  the  year  1906  to 

be  40,000.  To  estimate  the  popidation  of  a  District  which  is 

growing  so  rapidly  as  that  of  Stretford  is  somewhat  difficult. 

From  the  Census  returns  of  1891  and  1901  I  found  the  number  of 
persons  to  average  4.8  per  house,  on  which  basis  I  have  formed 
my  calculations. 

ESTIMATED  POPULATION  FOR  1907. 

On  the  basis  as  stated  above  I  estimate  the  population  of  your 
District  at  the  end  of  .Tune,  1907,  to  be  40,200. 

Table  2  gives  the  Populations,  Births,  Deaths,  and  Infantile 
Deaths  for  each  Ward,  also  the  average  for  the  previous  ten 
years.

State  in  space  below  the  name  of  the  isolation  hospital,  if  any, 
to  which  residents  in  the  district,  suffering  from  infectious 
disease,  are  usually  sent.  Mark  (H)  the  locality  in  which 
it  is  situated,  or  if  not  within  the  district,  state  where  it  is 
situated,  and  in  what  district.  The  name  of  the  authority 
by  whom  the  hospital  is  provided  should  also  be  given.  Mark 
( W)  the  locality  in  which  a  workhouse  is  situated. 

#  This  space  may  be  used  for  record  of  other  disease  the 
notification  (compulsory  or  voluntary  of  which  is  in  force  in 
the  district. 

These  age  columns  for  notifications  should  be  filled  up  in  all 
cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  by  inquiry  or 
otherwise,  has  obtained  the  necessary  information. 

Isolation  Hospital,  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  Salford,  and  Smallpox 
Hospital,  Prestwich,  both  belonging  to  the  Salford  Corporation. 

Table  3  deals  with  Infectious  Diseases  which  have  been 
notified  during  the  year.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  your 
District  has  suffered  more  from  these  liseases  than  during  the 
previous  year,  there  being  218  cases  notified,  against  185  the 
previous  year,  the  increase  being  due  to  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria. 

Part  1  of  the  above  table  gives  the  ages  and  diseases,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  both  Diphtheria  and  Scai-let  Fever 
were  most  prevalent  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years. 

Part  2  of  Table  3  gives  the  different  Wards  in  which  these 
diseases  have  occurred  during  the  year,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  Talbot  Ward  suffered  most. 

Part  3  of  the  above  shows  that  105  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Hospital  during  1906,  as  compared  with  89  for  the  year  1905.

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NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  AND  V. 


(a)  III  Table  TV.,  all  deaths  of  “  Residents”  occmTing  in  public 
institutions,  whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to 
be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in 
colmnus  9-14,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their 
respective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses 
of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of 
“  Non-residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the 
district  are  in  a  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns 
2-8  and  9-14  of  Table  IV. 

{h)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents”  and 
“  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions”  to 
be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables. 
The  “Localities”  in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those 
in  Table  11.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the 
district,  whether  of  “  Residents”  or  of  “  Non-residents,” 
ai*e,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be 
entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number 
in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in 
column  9,  Table  I. 

{d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities”  in  columns  9-14 
of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same 
localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-column  c.  The  total  deaths  eh 
all  ages  in  column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross 
total  of  columns  9-14,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column 
12  of  Table  I. 

#(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths 
registei-ed  as  due  to  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  Epidemic 
Enteritis,  Infective  Enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis.  Summer 
Diarrhoea,  Dysentery  and  Dysenteric  Diarrhoea,  Choleraic 
Diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  aye,  under  the  heading  “  Diarrhoea”  in  column  3 
(Table  IV.),  are  to  be  included  all  deaths  classified  as 
“  Diarrhoeal  diseases”  in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  “  Enteritis”  in  Table  IV.  are  to  be  in¬ 
cluded  oidy  deaths  over  one  year  of  age  registered  as  due 
to  Enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  Gastric 
catarrh,  Gastiltis,  and  Gastro-intestinal  Catarrh,  unless 
from  information  obtained  by  enquiiy  from  the  certifying 
practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
should  have  reason  for  including  such  deaths,  under  the 
specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  fi-om  diarrhoea 
secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be 
included  under  the  latter. 

(f)  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “  Puerperal  fever” 

should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  com¬ 
prised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus  :  Under  “Cancer” 
should  be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma, 
Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous 
tumour,  and  Payiilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under 
“  Puerperal  Eever”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapaemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis.  Peri-  and 
Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(g)  Under  “Congential  Defects”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included 

deaths  from  Atelectasis,  Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel 
haemorrhage.  Malformations,  and  Congenital  hydro¬ 
cephalus. 
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(7i)  Under  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths 
from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “Other  Tuberculous  Diseases”  ai-e  to  be  included 

deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints, 
and  other  organs.  Lupus,  and  Sci-ofula. 

(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and 

inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed  as  “Certified”  ;  all  other 
deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I. 
II.,  III.,  IV.,  and  V.  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the 
Tables. 


#As  regards  infantile  diarrhoea  and  Table  V.,  it  will 
suffice  if  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  who  have  already 
tabulated  deaths  of  1906  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of 
the  Incorporated  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
enter  all  deaths  under  one  year  that  they  regard  as  due 
to  diarrhoea  under  the  single  heading  “  Diarrhoea,  all 
forms.” 

This  having  been  done,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the 
entry  against  “  Diarrhoea”  in  column  3  of  Table  IV, 
should  tally  with  the  sum  of  deaths  under  “  Diarrhoea, 
all  forms,”  entered  in  the  final  column  of  Table  V.

The  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium  has 
kindly  furnished  me  with  the  above  statement,  from  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  118  cases  have  been  treated  during  the  year. 
Of  the  former  number  7  proved  fatal,  as  against  8  for  1905. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  in  hospital  this  year  of  the  number  of 
of  persons  treated  is  5.9,  against  8.2  the  year  previous.

REMARKS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

SMALLPOX. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  has  been  notified  during  the  yeai*,  but  a 
Clerk  employed  in  the  Ship  Canal  Offices,  Trafford  Road,  and

who  resided  at  Ashton-on-Mersey,  was  certified  to  be  suffering 
from  such  disease.  On  receiving  infoi'ination  to  that  effect  I 
took  immediate  measures  to  secure  the  thorough  disinfection  of 
the  whole  offices,  and  afterwaitls  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated 
the  whole  clerical  staff,  with  satisfactory  residts,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  no  further  case  has  arisen. 


MEASLES. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  3  deaths  have  occurred 
from  Measles,  as  against  10  for  the  year  1905.  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  say  what  pi-oportion  the  3  deaths  mentioned  above 
is  to  the  nurnljpr  of  cases  that  have  been  under  treatment. 

*  SCARLET  FEVER, 

As  may  be  seen  from  Table  III.,  110  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have 
been  notified  during  1906,  as  against  125  for  the  year  1905. 
The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  Talbot  Ward  (19)  ;  Trafford 
Ward,  (28)  ;  and  Longford  Ward  (23). 

The  above  110  cases  caused  only  2  deaths  during  the  year,  as 
against  1  deaths  of  125  cases  notified  during  1905.  The  two  deaths 
were  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5  years. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Table  3  shows  that  52  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified 
during  the  year,  as  against  22  the  preceding  year.  If  reference 
be  made  to  table  3  it  will  be  seen  that  the  disease  was  most  pre¬ 
valent  in  Stretford  Ward  (18)  and  Trafford  Ward  (13). 

Diphtheria  has  caused  10  deaths  during  the  year,  in  hX}5  it 
caused  2  deaths. 

I  regret  that  more  advantage  is  not  taken  of  the  treatment  by 
Antitoxin  of  Diphtheria  in  its  early  stage.  Every  facility  is  giv  en 
by  your  Council  ;  the  serum  is  supplied  free  of  charge,  and  may 
be  obtained  at  the  District  Council  Offices  between  9  a. in.  and 
5  p.m.  on  week-days,  and  on  Saturday  from  12  p.m.  till  Monday 
9  a.rn.  and  on  holidays  at  Mr.  Nuttall’s  house.  Empress  Street, 
Cornbrook.  An  Antitoxin  syringe  will  be  supplied  to  any 
practitioner  requiring  one  on  condition  that  it  is  sterilised  and 
returned  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  following  table,  which  is  a  return  of  Diphtheila  cases 
treated  in  the  Hospitals  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Boai-d, 
shows  the  advantage  of  the  Antitoxin  ti-eatment.

There  is  a  consensus  of  opinion  that  Antitoxin  used  in  the 
early  stages  of  Diphtheria  is  a  most  valuable  remedy.  It  should 
be  used  at  once,  even  in  suspected  cases  where  the  diagnosis  is 
doubtful. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  wait  for  the  Bacteriological  Examination 
before  using  Antitoxin,  but  such  examinations  should  be  made. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

During  the  year  9  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  notified.  The 
preceding  year  I  received  information  of  20  cases. 

There  has  not  been  a  singe  death  this  year  from  Erysipelas. 
During  1905  there  were  four  deaths  fropi  the  disease. 

MEMBRANEOUS  CROUP. 

From  Table  III.  it  will  be  seen  that  3  cases  of  the  above 
disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  against  1  case  in  1905. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

During  1906  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  have  been  notfied, 
one  of  which  proved  fatal  ;  also  in  1905  two  cases  were  notified, 
one  of  which  terminated  fatally. 

INFLUENZA. 

Table  IV.  shows  Epidemic  Influenza  to  be  responsible  for 
two  deaths  during  the  year  under  review.  In  1905  a  similar 
number  succumbed  to  this  disease. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  has  caused  six  deaths,  as  against  two  during 
1905.  Like  Measles,  this  disease  is  not  on  the  Schedule  of  notifi¬ 
able  diseases.  3  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age,  and  3  were  between  the  ages  of  I  and  5  years. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Reference  to  Table  III.  will  show  that  12  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year,  which  is  2  less  than 
the  preceding  year.  Of  the  12  cases  2  died,  as  compared  with 
4  deaths  out  of  14  cases  during  1905.  The  origin  of  these 
diseases  were  not  clearly  traced.

7  ;  2  of  yhich  were  declared  positive  ;  8  specimens  of  sputum 
showed  that  3  contained  the  germs  of  Tuberculosis  ;  and  1  of 
milk  failed  to  give  a  positive  result.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  licensed  private 
slaughter-housess  during  the  past  year.  The  number  (8)  are 
scattered  throughout  the  District,  and  the  killing  being  so 
irregular,  it  is  vei  y  nearly  impossible  for  your  officers  to 
inspect  the  carcase  of  every  animal  slaughtered  in  private 
slaughter-houses  and  intended  for  human  food.  I  trust  the  day 
is  not  far  distant  when  the  Government  will,  by  Statutory 
powers,  abolish  all  private  slaughter-houses,  as  only  by  such  a 
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measure  will  the  traffic  iu  slink  meat  be  stopped,  and  I  strongly 
recommend  the  prosecution  of  any  person  who  slaughters  any 
animal  for  human  food  upon  unauthorised  premises.  On  the 
Continent  every  animal  intended  for  human  food  is  inspected 
before  slaughter,  and  the  carcase  and  organs  after.  I  may 
mention  that  if,  from  the  Foreign  Animals’  Wharf,  beef  be 
sent  to  Germany  and  other  places,  all  the  organs  have  to 
remain  attached  to  the  carcase,  otherwise  the  carcase  will  not 
be  received. 


I  AUNDRIES. 

There  are  the  same  number  of  Laundries  in  the  District  as  in 
1905.  Four  are  factories  and  one  a  domestic  laundry. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  your  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Committee,  and  is  of  a 
very  high  quality. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

To  the  Bakehouses  in  your  District  128  visits  have  been  paid 
during  the  past  year,  and  any  breach  of  the  Council’s  regula¬ 
tions  have  been  dealt  with  by  your  Sanitary  Staff. 

The  total  Bakehouses  on  the  Register  number  28,  four  of 
which  are  defined  as  cellar  bakehouses. 

STREAMS  AND  WATERWAYS. 

The  streams  and  waterways  in  your  District  have  been  kept  in 
fairly  good  order  during  the  year  being  reported  upon. 

SEWAGE  FARM. 

I  'am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  favourably  upon  the  very 
satisfactory  treatment  of  the  sewage  delivered  at  your  Sewage 
Farm  from  premises  west  jf  Great  Stone. 

During  the  past  year  the  effluent  has  been  examined  by  the 
officers  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Rivers 
Committee  four  times,  with  the  following  results  :

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

As  in  previous  years,  your  Sanitary  Staff  have  rendered  good 
service  in  removing  insanitary  conditions  found  to  exist. 
Considerable  propeidy  has  been  re-drained,  defective  brick  and 
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flagged  cellar  floe  rs  have  been  put  in  a  sanitary  condition, 
numerous  intercepting  traps  have  been  fixed  between  houses  and 
the  main  sewer,  which,  by  the  erection  of  ventilating  shafts  at 
the  head  of  the  drains,  a  through  ventilation  of  fresh  air  is 
secured. 

Also  during  the  same  period  124  privy  conveniences  and  86 
wet  ashpits  have  been  abolished,  their  places  being  taken  by 
water-closets  and  dry  ash  receptacles. 

HOUSING  SCHEME. 

The  Housing  Scheme,  which  has  for  so  long  exercised  the 
minds  of  your  Council,  I  am  pleased  is  well  on  its  way  to  being 
an  accomplished  fact.  The  erection  of  the  first  instalment  (20 
pairs)  will  enable  you  to  deal  with  the  back-to-back  houses,  and 
as  the  remaining  houses  are  ready  the  overcrowding  can  then 
be  taken  in  hand. 

SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT  AT  THE  END  OP  THE  YEAR. 

The  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  your  District  I  consider 
satisfactory,  and  as  can  be  seen  from  table  I.,  the  death-rate  is 
the  lowest  it  has  been  my  duty  to  report.  The  children  in  your 
Schools  are,  generally  speaking,  bright,  healthy-looking,  and 
clean,  and  cannot  fail  but  to  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  rising 
generation. 

The  Inspector  attends  every  morning  at  the  Council  Offices, 
Talbot  Road,  Old  Trafford,  between  the  house  of  9  and  10,  and 
all  complaints  should  be  received  before  the  last-named  hour, 
otherwise  the  same  may  not  receive  attention  that  day,  except 
it  is  a  matter  of  urgency. 

Particulars  of  sanitary  work  done,  inspections  made,  nuisances 
removed,  and  other  information  appertaining  to  the  working  of 
the  Sanitary  Department  will  be  found  in  Inspector  Nuttall’s 
Report,  appended.

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Sanitary  and 

Hackney  Coach  Committee. 

GENTLElvrEN, 

For  your  consideration  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my 
Twelfth  Annual  Reports  of  the  work  done  in  the  Sanitary, 
Hackney  Coach,  and  Cleansing  Departments  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1906. 

The  several  tables  contained  in  this  Report  will  (on  analysis) 
bear  evidence  that  much  useful,  and,  I  trust,  beneficial  work  has 
been  done  by  your  Sanitary  Statf  during  the  year  being  reported 
upon.  In  making  inspections,  not  only  on  receipt  of  written 
complaints,  but  after  cases  of  infectious  disease  ;  in  removing 
insanitary  conditions  found  to  exist  ;  superintending  work 
deemed  necessary  to  secure  the  removal  of  conditions  that  were 
or  might  become  dangerous  to  health,  your  officials  have  kept 
before  them  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  the 
Council’s  Bye-laws  and  their  Act  of  1904. 

For  statistical  purposes  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
estimated  the  population  of  the  District  to  be  40, (XX)  for  the  year 
1906,  and  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  page  6,  the  death-rate 
is  even  lower  than  the  preceding  year,  which  was  the  lowest  on 
record. 

To  reduce  the  general  mortality  of  the  District  and  to  render 
the  conditions  of  life  more  pleasant,  the  whole  energies  of  your 
Sanitary  Stalf  are  at  all  times  directed. 

As  all  details  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  are  recorded 
in  the  books  of  the  Sanitary  Department,  which  are  at  all 
times  open  to  perusal  by  the  Members  of  the  Council,  I  have 
omitted  them  from  this  Report. 

As  will  be  seen  from  this  Report,  the  work  devolving  upon 
each  Department  has  been  placed  under  headings  applicable

thereto,  thus  enabling  comparisons  to  he  made  with  similar 
ones  in  previous  Reports. 

The  task  of  removing  and  dealing  with  domestic  refuse  has 
received  the  attention  of  your  officials  during  the  past  year,  and 
though  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  and  population 
have  been  considerable,  yet  the  work  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out. 

As  a  means  of  dealing  with  domestic  and  certain  trade 
refuse  much  useful  work  has  been  done  at  the  Empress  Street 
Destructor  Works  during  the  past  year.  See  statement,  page  58. 

The  Hackney  Coach  Department  of  your  Council  has  been  kept 
under  observation  during  the  past  year,  and  any  breach  of  bye¬ 
laws  or  regulations  noted,  and  reported  to  your  Committee. 
There  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  licenses  issued, 
and  consequently  a  falling  off  in  revenue. 

In  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  superintending  woi'k  in  pro¬ 
gress,  making  inquiries  into  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  in 
removing  insanitary  conditions  found  to  exist,  the  following 
summary  affords  evidence  of  the  extent  of  the  work  done.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  218  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified  to  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  during  the  past  year,  compared  with  185  the  preceding 
year.  Of  the  218  cases,  105  were  removed  to  Ladywell  Sana¬ 
torium,  against  89  for  the  year  1905. 

Acting  upon  the  instructions  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
your  Inspectors  make  careful  inqiury  into  each  case  for  the 
purpose  of  tracing  its  origin  and  preventing  the  spread  of  such 
disease.  The  result  of  each  enquiry  is  duly  entered  on  a  form 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  placed  before  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who,  if  he  thinks  further  inquiry  necessary, 
instructs  your  Inspectors  accordingly. 

Every  care  is  exercised  by  your  officers  to  trace  the  origin  of 
each  case,  and  to  prevent  it  from  spreading.  At  each  affected 
house  printed  matte  c  of  the  precautions  necessary  to  prevent 
the  disease  from  spreading,  are  left,  as  well  as  a  circular  point¬ 
ing  out  the  penalty  which  may  be  inposed  on  persons  exposing 
themselves  whilst  suffering  from  a  dangerous  Infectious  disease, 
or  of  a  person  improperly  dealing  with  articles  of  clothing,  &c., 
that  has  been  in  cMDntact  with  a  person  so  suffering. 
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The  number  of  inquiries  and  subsequent  visits  made  to 
premises  from  which  a  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
reported,  I  estimate  to  be  690,  against  642  for  the  previous  year, 
and  in  consequence  of  children  being  absent  from  school,  either 
suffering  from  or  residing  in  a  house  where  there  is  an  infectious 
disease,  210  notices  have  been  sent  to  the  Education  Department 
of  this  Authority  and  the  several  school  principals.

The  steam  disinfector  continues  to  accomplish  a  most  useful 
work,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  above  table. 

During  the  year  under  review  1,857  articles  from  infected 
houses  have  been  fumigated,  against  1,525  the  year  previous,  and 
to  be  able  to  return  so  large  a  number  of  ai'ticles  to  the  respec¬ 
tive  owners  without  damage  or  complaint  bears  testimony 
of  the  care  taken  by  those  responsible  for  carrying  out  this 
work. 

All  articles  that  are  to  be  disinfected  by  the  moist  heat  process 
are  subjected  to  a  temperature  of  260  degrees  for  about  40 
minutes,  and  then  to  a  dry  heat  temperature  of  250  degrees  for 
60  minutes,  thus  securing  complete  dryness. 

Articles  of  hair,  leather,  books,  etc.,  are  disinfected  by  the  dry 
heat  process  ;  where  they  to  be  treated  by  the  moist  method  of 
disinfecting,  damage  would  be  the  result.

Infections  disease  has  caused  216  rooms  to  be  fumigated  and 
93  stripped  and  washed  during  the  year  ;  also  as  a  precau¬ 
tionary  measure  166  schoolrooms  have  been  disinfected. 

As  at  present  instructed  (after  Scarlet  Fever  and  Smallpox), 
the  paper  is  removed  from  the  walls  of  the  infected  rooms  fol¬ 
lowing  fumigation,  and  then  washed  down  with  a  solution  of 
disinfecting  fluid. 

With  the  exception  of  one,  the  public  schools  in  the  Distiict 
have  been  fumigated  twice  this  year,  and  in  carrying  out  the 
work  every  assistance  has  been  rendered  your  sanitary  staff  by 
the  caretakers  and  managers. 

As  in  previous  years,  disinfectants  have  been  supplied  free  to 
ratepayers,  and  is  greatly  appreciated,  especially  by  the  poorer 
portion  of  the  ratepayers.

The  above  tablt^  shows  that  chiriiiLi;  the  yeai*  under  review  the 
horse  ambidauce  has  been  recjuisitioned  109  times,  as  against  86 
the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  109  calls,  74  were  for  accidents,  34  invalids,  and  one 
attempted  suicide. 

In  cases  of  accident  no  charge  is  made  for  ambulance  service, 
nor  is  any  fee  reqiiii'ed  for  the  removal  of  residents  from  their 
homes  to  public  or  private  institutions  which  are  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  the  Council  Otllces. 

Persons  other  than  ratepayers  or  residejits  Avdthin  the  district 
may  secure  ambulance'  service'  to  i-emove  for  operation  (or  other 
purposes),  a  patient  on  paymeiit  of  a  fee  of  5s.  up  to  the  first  two 
miles,  and  a  shilling  per  mile  for  each  succeeding  mile  to  a 
maximum  of  seven  miles. 
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During  the  past  year  Mr  Superintendent  Keys,  of  the  County 
Police,  and  his  officers,  have  on  many  occasions  when  the 
ambulance  has  been  required,  again  rendered  valuable  services  ; 
and  to  them  are  due  the  thanks  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Fry,  your  horsekeeper,  has  rendered  good  services  as 
ambulance  driver  during  the  past  year,  and  on  many  occasions 
has  rendered  first  aid.

For  statistical  purposes  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  having 
estimated  the  population  of  the  district  to  be  40,000  for  the  year 
1906,  your  Inspector  has  purchased  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  analysis  80  samples  of  food  and  drugs. 

The  adulterations  were  to  the  following  extent  :  Sample  of 
coffee,  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  chicory  added  ;  ohe  two 
samples  of  whisky,  both  were  certified  to  consist  almost  entirely 
of  patent  still  spirit  ;  two  samples  of  milk  were  adulterated  by 
the  addition  of  4  and  9  per  cent.,  respectively,  of  added  water, 
whilst  three  samples  were  deficient  in  milk  fat  as  compared  with 
the  recognised  standard. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table,  prosecutions  have  taken 
place  in  respect  of  milk  and  coffee,  the  Stipendiary  imposing 
fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £8  8s.  lid.

Two  Cases  were  dismissed. 


During  the  year  ended  December  3]st,  1906,  the  Ccnmty  Police 
have  purchased  within  the  district  of  Stretford  64  samples  of 
food,  and  submitted  the  same  for  analysis  by  the  County 
Analyst,  who  certified  four  of  the  samples  (milk)  to  be  adulter¬ 
ated. 

The  vendors  of  the  four  adulterated  samples  were  prosecuted. 
In  two  of  the  cases  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £5  Is.  iOd. 
were  imposed  ;  the  remaining  two  cases  were  dismissed. 

During  the  year  under  review,  from  this  district,  144  samples 
have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  analysis, 
against  141  foi-  the  pi-eceding  year,  and  is  equal  to  8.6,  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  popidation  of  the  district.  Of  the  144  samples 
submitted  126  wei*e  certified  to  be  genuine,  6  to  be  poor  or 
doubtful,  and  12  to  l)e  adulterated  or  below  the  recognised 
standard,  the  total  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £18  5s.  9d. 
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TESTING  OF  DRAINS  AND  SANITARY 

FITTINGS.

The  above  statement  demonstrated  the  necessity  for  the  con¬ 
tinued  application  of  a  sufficient*  test  to  the  drains  and  sanitary 
fittings  of  both  old  and  new  property  before  the  same  are  passed 
and  covered  in. 

In  testing  the  drains  of  both  new  and  old  property  your 
officials  exercise  every  care  ;  not  only  do  the;f  apply  a  sufficient 
test,  but  (on  application)  are  always  willing  to  advise  as  to  the 
manner  such  drains  should  be  laid  and  jointed. 

Many  of  the  defects  disclosed  were  due  to  the  defective  con¬ 
struction  of  the  pipes  used,  and  which  could  only  be  detected 
by  the  hydraulic  or  smoke  test  owing  to  the  true  ring  given  by 
the  pipe,  yet  many  of  the  defects  were  caused  by  the  careless 
manner  the  joints  were  made  and  to  bad  material  used. 


/ 
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SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

During  the  year  under  review  your  Sanitary  Staff  have  made 
every  efiort  to  keep  the  atmosphere  free  from  pollution  by 
bla3k  smoke.  With  this  object  in  view,  186  observations  (of  one 
hour  each)  have  been  taken  of  chimneys,  other  than  those  of 
private  dwelling-houses. 

The  186  observations  show  that  the  time  limit  (four  minutes 
in  the  hour)  allowed  by  the  Council  has  been  exceeded  22 
times,  and  in  each  instance  the  offender  has  either  been  pro 
secuted  or  warned. 

The  above  number  of  observations  were  in  respect  of  42 
firms,  the  aggi-egate  time  that  black  smoke  was  emitted 
amounting  to  330^  minutes,  or  an  average  of  one  minute  31 
seconds  for  each  observation,  as  against  one  minute  16  seconds 
for  the  year  1905. 

During  the  year  four  firms  have  been  prosecuted  for  emitting 
black  smoke  in  such  a  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance.  In  each 
instance  a  conviction  was  obtained.

Compared  with  a  similar  statement  in  my  1905  Annual 
Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  privy  closets  and  wet  pits  show 
a  considerable  reduction. 

The  dry  ashpits  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the 
exception  of  the  single  receptacles,  which  show  a  slight  reduc¬ 
tion  on  the  year  1905,  due  to  dust  bins  replacing  them. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement,  there  are  nearly 
700  more  to  be  emptied  weekly  than  there  wei*e  in  the  preceding 
year. 

During  the  ensuing  year  efforts  will  no  doubt  be  made  to 
still  further  reduce  the  number  of  privy  closets  and  ashpits 
throughout  the  district.

The  above  statement  shows  the  number  of  privy  conveniences 
yet  existing  witliin  the  disti-ict,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
there  are  101  double  and  156  single  privies  within  your  jurisdic¬ 
tion  ;  but  of  the  foimer  number  there  are  9  and  of  the  latter 
number  66,  which,  from  want  of  a  sufficient  sewer  or  other 
cause  cannot  be  replaced  with  conveniences  that  are  more  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  health  of  the  users. 

Included  in  the  274  privy  closets  yet  remaining  to  be  converted 
are  many  which  the  owners,  no  doubt,  will  not  re-place  with 
water-closets,  but  will  abolish  the  privy,  fill  up,  and  I'oof  over 
the  ashpit,  and  provide  the  usual  galvanised  dust  bin,  thus  re¬ 
moving  a  very  serious  mena  ce  to  the  health  of  those  occupying 
houses  whereon  privies  exist.

During  the  year  under  review,  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
above  table,  267  applications  have  been  received  fi-orn  house¬ 
holders  to  remove  theii-  domestic  refuse.  Last  year  181  such 
applications  were  received.

During  the  year  under  consideration  281,505  refuse  recept¬ 
acles  have  been  emptiied,  against  258,414  for  the  preceding  year, 
an  increase  of  33,061. 

The  above  statement  shows  there  has  been  1,705  less  wet-pits 
emptied  than  during  the  year  1905.  This  falling-off  is  due  to 
the  replacement  of  that  type  of  convenience  with  water-closets 
and  galvanized  dust  bins.  The  dry  ashpits  have  received  rather 
less  attention  this  year  than  the  preceding  one,  but  during  the 
ensuing  vear  increased  efforts  will  be  made  to  better  cope  with 
the  growth  of  the  district.

seized  and  destroyed  ;  also  several  organs  have  been  confiscated 
owing  to  b(dng  affected  with  parasitic  diseases. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  sheep  landed  and  slaughtered  at 
the  Foreign  Animals’  Wharf  are  less  this  year  by  nearly  9,000  as 
compared  with  the  year  1905.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  above 
statement,  over  6,000  lbs.  of  beef,  mutton,  and  veal  have  been 
condemned  and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  ffu*  food  t>f  man  ;  also 
862  livei-s,  49  ox  heads,  21  skirts,  and  various  other  organs,  offal, 
&c.,  have  been  destroyed  in  consequence  of  being  diseased.

During  the  year  under  consideration  your  Council  have 
thought  it  necessary  to  institute  prosecutions  for  offences 
against  the  statute  laws  of  this  country.  On  each  occasion  the 
Justices  decided  in  favour  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Above  is  a  summaiy  of  the  cases  dealt  with  ;  also  the  aiiioant 
of  fines  and  costs  imposed. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

To  secure  the  removal  of  nuisances  and  insanitai-y  conditions 
found  to  exist,  324  preliminary  and  31  statutory  notices  have 
been  served  during  the  year,  which  notices  dealt  with  519 
houses,  schools,  factories,  workshops,  and  work-places.  In  only 
one  instance  has  it  been  necessary  to  institute  summary  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  secure  the  execution  of  the  work  required  by  the 
above-mentioned  notices. 

The  past  year  has  seen  much  useful  work  done  in  the 
detection  of  nuisances  and  other  conditions  which  were  or 
might  have  become  dangerous  fn  health,  and  in  supervising  the 
work  necessary  to  remove  STich  insanitary  conditions  I  estimate 
that  not  less  than  2,000  visits  and  i-e- visits  have  been  mad  e. 

To  disconnect  house  drains  from  the  main  sewer,  11  inter¬ 
cepting  traps  with  fresh-air  inlets  have  been  put  in,  which,  by 
the  aifl  of  17  ventilating  shafts,  tlirough  ventilation  is  secured, 
thus  preventing  tne  forcing  of  the  water  seal  or  traps,  either 
inside  or  outside  the  house,  from  being  forced  by  sewer  aii-  of  gas. 

124  Privy  Conveniences  have  been  abolished  oj-  re-placed  with 
water-closets  during  the  past  year.  As  previously  stated,  there 
are  upwards  of  300  privies  yet  requiring  attention,  the  majority 
being  in  the  Sti-etford  and  Longford  Wards. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  ar  ^  within  the  district  16  cowkeepers,  occupying  27  cow 
sheds,  from  20  of  which  milk  is  sold  to  the  public",  "in  three 
instances  cows  ai-e  only  kept  for  the  registercii  occupiers’  own 
use,  and  in  four  cowsheds  no  cows  are  housed. 

During  the  year  each  cowshed  has  been  visited  at  least  once 
per  month.  Arising  out  of  such  visits  several  notices  have  been 
served  upon  the  occupiers  of  cowsheds  to  discontinue  certain 
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overcrowding,  and  to  keep  the  premises  in  a  clean  and  whole¬ 
some  condition.  In  each  instance  the  cause  of  complaint  was 
forthwith  removed. 

The  Dairies  and  Milkshops  Register  shows  there  are  137 
persons  who  sell  milk  within  the  district.  Of  that  number  44 
reside  (so  far  as  inspection  of  premises  are  concerned)  outside 
your  jurisdiction. 

The  various  dairies  and  milkshops  within  the  districts  are 
regularly  visited,  and  any  irregularity  pointed  out  to  the 
occupier,  which  is,  generally,  forthwith  remedied. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  WORKPLACES,  AND 
OUTWORKERS^  PREMISES. 

285  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  factories,  workshops, 
etc.  Arising  out  of  such  visits  many  insanitary  conditions  were 
discovered  and  remedied. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  and  August  each  year, 
the  occupiers  of  factories  or  other  places  giving  out  homework 
are  required  to  furnish  the  Local  Authority  of  the  distilct  in 
which  such  factory  is  situate  with  the  names  aiid  addresses  of 
su-di  out-workers,  which  are  visited,  if  they  reside  within  the 
district,  but  if  resident  without,  the  Local  Authority  of  the 
district  is  informed  where  such  homework  is  carried  on.  In 
accordance  with  Section  107  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
1901,  10  lists  containing  the  names  and  addresses  of  167  out¬ 
workers  have  been  received  from  persons  giving  out  homework, 
in  addition  to  which  63  names  and  addresses  hav^e  been  received 
from  other  Authorities.  Of  the  230  above-mentioned,  117  were 
the  names  of  persons  residing  outside  this  district,  and  those 
were  forwarded  to  other  Authorities. 

In  conclusion,  pernit  me  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  very  able  and  willing  assistance  rendered  me  during  the 
year  under  review  by  each  of  my  assistants.
